DIGITAL DISK DRIVE DIAGNOSTIC PROGRAM 

Thoae who Biased the demonstration, or who asked 
questions about the Digital Disk Diagnostic Program by JAM 
Systems, can be assured that it is a good program. The 
teat disk can be obtained from them for $40.00 if you want 
to have your own personal copy. You may also be able to 
get one from Dysan later in the year. If you can do drive 
alignment with the Manufacturers instructions, then this 
program and disk will permit you to use the computer as the 
oscilloscope if desired for conventional alignment. 
Suggested adjustments are included for: SPEED, INDEX HOLE 
TIMING, SENSITIVITY and HEAD ALIGNMENT. 

Parameters can be changed for ALTERNATE or PRIMARY 
tracks and the drive atep rate. Members may check this out 
from the Disk Library anytime you need to determine your 
computer's drive characteristics. 

The dlagnosltc disk numbers are 508-400 for double 
aided and 508-200 for aingle aided. Since the cost is the 
ssae, and the double sided works on single sided drives, 
the 508-400 is a good choice. 

Suppoaedly, the first two tracks of this disk are not 
used by the diagnostica, so that you may write your own 
program and place it on these first two tracks and have a 
single teat disk aystem. The JAM program uses about 72 
sectors which is 4 inatead of 2 tracks.

ZAPS AND TAPS

For those of you who are continuing to use NEWD0S as a 
primary operating aystem, I have found that there is an 
annoying problem which occurs when looking st Model I 
PDRIVE data on the Model III. You get several long error 
messges which cause the first one or two PDRIVE'S data to 
be moved off the top of the screen. Of course you can 
always send the output to a printer and read it, but who 
renenbers to routinely do that! I have worked out a ZAP 
for the Model III to SYS16/SYS which shortens the error 
message to just 'ERROR*, which then fits on the same line 
and does not cause the usual spill-over to the second line 
for the long error message. Standard ZAP form is:

With help froa another Hodel III SBUGer, Vigo Smith, there 
ia an easy way to return to NEWD0S or any other DOS Ready 
proapt Instead of the present reboot which occurs when 
ending an operation in SCRIPSIT. It is at a different 
location in each version, but the same change applies. 

Veraion 3.1 SCRIPSIT/CMD, 19, 37 change C3 00 00 CD to C3 
2D 40 CD; (V 3.2) SCRIPSIT/CMD, 19 , 56 (same change).

It was equally 
noticeable that the only TRS software waa at the 
Comput ronics exhibit which was featuring programs dating 
back to 1979. Ninety percent of all future home and small 
business computer users will know and care nothing about 
programming. Why should they? They will want programs 
that will do a job for them with a alnuaum of fuas and 
learning time. Where's the beef? Where's the program? 

If Radio Shack doesn't get off its big, fat duff snd 
cooperate with the people (lots of them) who would like to 
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write programs for RS computers, the Shack will find itself 
deep in the heart of Texas along with TI , part of whose 
problem was that they wanted it all, and wouldn't let 
anyone else in on the software action. (Say that sentence 
all in one breath). 

Would you like: a CPU enclosed in a metal clamshell 
plus a keyboard with number pad, 64K expandable to 51 2K + 
16K video ram with its own processor, a 24K Rom with an 
extended Basic advertised to run any standard Basic + CP/M. 
16 colors 256 x 192 pixels. The clam shell was open so that 
the boards were visible to the public. A whistle clean 
layout, totally professional, everything in its place, no 
jumpers leaping towards who knows where, no afterthoughts. 
Its the MTX512. It sells for $595. It's English made and in 
case you didn't know it the English also have brought out a 
computer called the Apricot that is superior to the Model 
2000. 

If I didn't have $4000 invested in my Hodel III 
including associated hardware, software, firmware, you'd 
hear me whistling — no, not Dixie, old chap, but God Save 
the Queen — in three part harmony.

ANCHORS AWEIGH— AND AWAY 

By C0RWINN 

I purchased 4 Anchor Mark XII (1200 baud) modems at 
the Computer Faire. I paid $260 apiece (slightly better 
prices are available). After bringing them home I 
proceeded to compare them with my Hayes Smartmodem 1200. 
Since the Anchor modems are supposed to be Hayes 
compatible, this should be a fair test. 

First thing I checked was power consumption. The 
Anchor seems to be nearly all CMOS built. This means LOW 
power. The small wall transformer runs cool. The modem 
itself stayed at room temperature even after hours of use. 
This is important for long term reliablity. The Anchor 
modem runs much cooler than the Hayes. This is the only 
point where the Anchor modem is better than the Hayes. The 
physical construction of the Anchor modem is a bit on the 
cheap side. Thin plastic for the case, no rubber feet (it 
slides around with its plastic feet). There are no switches 
(other than power) on the Anchor. If some default modem 
setting is not to your liking, then you must run a modem 
program and send the proper software switch commands. This 
could be a real hassle to some people. 

There are only four status lamps on the Anchor as 
opposed to 8 on the Hayes. The only one that I really 
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missed was the Off-hook indicator. There is no way to tell 
if the node*) is online or nqt if your computer is off (like 
if the modem beats you to the phone, etc). 

On to more serious things; not all of the Hayes 
software switches are supported. This includes switches So 
thru S16. Many of these awltches are little used however, 
and shoulod not pose major problems for modem programs. 
The Anchor will accept an attempt to set these non-existent 
switches without complaining. The biggest problem with my 
Anchor modems, is a problem of recognizing the carrier 
signal of another modem. When answering a call, there seems 
to be no problem except that it is a little slow (about 4 
seconds) to find the carrier. When used in the originate 
mode, all four modems had problems connecting to the remote 
system. One of the four would only work at 300 baud. The 
other had great difficulty with one system which used a 
Vadic "triple" modem. Carrier detect even when calling to 
other Hayes modems was very slow (10 - 15 seconds), and 
would sometimes fail. 

Use at 300 baud was somewhat more reliable but not 
much. The modems are supposed to be able to recognize a 
busy signal (this the Hayes does not do). None of them 
could do it. Sometimes a NO CARRIER response would be 
returned, less often a BUSY response. ALso, a BUSY response 
would be returned from a call which was not answered or 
from a call answered by a modem or even by voice. I 
definitely do NOT recommend the Anchor modem for automatic 
unattended out-going use. For auto-answer use, though it 
seems OK. All of my modems are of very late release from 
the factory. 

Several attempts to obtain user service met with no 
success. It seems the user service person (note singular 
use) was always on another line. Once I said that I would 
wait, and after 20 minutes of no attention I hung up. Still 
for the price, the Anchor modem does seem OK for attended 
out-going or automatic answer use.
